The great Russian drive, which early in
the war forced the German legions to
sweep backward from the gates of Paris
and led to the battle of tha Marne, is to
be repeated if the apparent plans of the
high command materialize,

These plans, it seems, have hsen under
way for montha, Vast stores of am-
munition have been accumuilated behind
the front between Riga and Dwinsk; the
bulk of Rusala’s reserves are concen-
trated there.

AT WHITE HOUSE

TODAY BY WOMEN

Twelve Suﬁragisls Will Go on
Guard Following Futile
Call on President.

Chief Executive to Be Reminded Daily
by Means of Banners, that
Femininity Would Vote.

Twelve suffragettes, who will be known
as “silent sentinels,” will go on guard
duty at the White House this morning
at 9 o'clock, so that hereafter President
Wilson will not be able to leave the ex-
ecutlve mansion without being reminded
of the demand of women for political
iiberty.

These guards will carry banners with

such Inscriptions as: “Mr. FPresident,
how long must women walt?*

S8quads will be statloned about the
White House daily, Including Sundays,
from today on until March 4, from 9
o'clock In the morning until § in the
afternoon.

This Is generally regarded as the most
militant move ever made by the suffra-
Zists of this country.

Yesterday prominent suffrage workers
sald that means must be adopted to
“move the President,"” even to the ex-
treme of the sacrifice of life “and this
country can ill spare its womanhood.*

After a large delegation of women from
the Congressional Union for Woman Suf-
frage had visited the White House ves-
terday afternoon to present memorial
resolutions on the death of Inez Milhol-
Iand Boissevain and had been told by
the President that he was bound as a
lesader of his party and could, therefore,
do nothing for national woman suffrage,
the women returned to the national head-
quarters of the Congressional Union and
decided to station “silent sentinels.'

More Thaw $3,000 Pledged,

The women pledged more than $3,000 to
carry on the new work. Mre. Harriot
Stanton Blatch told them the time for pa-
rades and deputations had passed and
